Imports into tne United States 
from Porto Rico during the same time 
were #3,379,944 in 1899, against $2,453, 
800 in 1898. 
The e x e rts from the United s ta te s 
to the Philippine islands from Jan. I to 
July 31 were #386,109 in 1899, against 
#65,736 in 1898. The imports into the 
United States from the Philippines for 
the same period were #3,474,134 in 1899,

A recent edition of The Jewish Senti­ 
ment of Atlanta contains a story bear­ 
ing with almost startling directness on 
the Dreyfus trial. 
Several statements 
apparently new to the now celebrated 
case are given together with names of 
those who are said to be in possession 
of information which will throw new 
light on the trial. For the first time, it 
Is believed, the mode of carrying the 
documents from the French w ar office 
to the German government is given. It 
shows that dolls were used as the 
means of conveyance aud that the pa­ 
pers were first sent to England and 
then to Germany. 
The identity of the 
“veiled lady” is also made known. 
The story which The Sentiment prints 
conies from a man who was employed 
several years ago by tho German gov­ 
ernment as a document translator and 
maker of relief maps and who after 
quitting Germany served in the United 
States army during the war with 
Spain. 
Ile shows his discharge papers, 
which d e n o te that he was a staff offi­ 
cer. 
The informer says he was born 
in Denver. 
The story, after some in­ 
troductory remarks, reads: 
“ I was translator of documents at 
the great staff headquarters at Konig- 
gratzi rstrasso, No. 0, Berlin. 
I never 
heard the name of Dreyfus mentioned 
in connection with the French war of­ 
fice merchandise shipped to the above ; 
address via Belgium and London. 
“ I translated the information regard­ 
ing gun No. 120. 
The original docu­ 
ment never left the French war office, 
and the copy could only have been 
given out through the direct agency or 
connivance of a chief of department. 
Dreyfus was unknown at tin* German 
secret service bureau in person or by 
name from USIH) to 18114. 
This I most 
solemnly affirm. 
“The plans, specifications and details 
of gun 120. of the Robin shell aud 
of the French w ar vessels Jauregui- 
berry. (’buries Martel and Lazar Car­ 
not, together with lite plans for mob­ 
ilization, were purchased through Ger­ 
m any’s embassy in 
Paris, 
presided 
over by Prince Flans Heinrich Bless, 
and as much us $10,000 American mon­ 
ey was sent by postoffice money order 
and telegraphed in payment for the 
merchandise. 
“These payments were made in two 
parts through M. Franz, a doll manu­ 
facturer of Sonneberg. Germany, and 
VIvin Floorschurez, hank director of 
Sonneberg. 
The medium of tin* wo­ 
men was employed in transacting the 
‘business.’ 
‘‘I 
met 
Count 
Estcrliazy 
several 
times in person at dinners given by 
Baroness de Holden, who was Ester- 
hazy’s sweetheart. 
Ile furnished most 
of tin* information. 
These documents 
were never received at tin* embassy, 
always at a church, a public function 
or a private dinner party. The French 
spies were always on the alert, aud 
only through such means could their 
watchfulness be circumvented.” 
“W hat was tin* last incident that 
you recall which bears on the traffic in 
tliis French war merchandise?” 
"Captain Siegel insisted upon ins 
agent no longer communicating with 
aim direct and emphatically instructed 
them to address him through 
Mr. 
Franz in Sonneberg. This order was 
prompted by tin* increased watchful­ 
ness of the French government spies.” 
"Baroness de Delden is the party re­ 
ferred to in the Dreyfus trial as the 
‘veiled lady.’ 
"She receives from Prince Bless a 
regular pension. 
Every six months re­ 
mittances are made anonymously to 
Baroness de Delden through the Credit 
Lyonnaise, 
in 
Baris, 
forwarded 
by 
I Hance Henry Bless. The Credit Lyon­ 
naise is innocent of the purpose for 
which the money is used. 
I mention 
this fact because the records of the 
bank will corroborate my statements. 
I am also iii position to name the post- 
o ffices in England where the money 
was paid to the agents of Germany 
employed in France. 
“Mr. Franz used to send dolls to 
Baris to be dressed. 
In tile boily of 
these d o lls important documents were 
concealed, ami they were then sent 
first to a village postoffice in England, 
forwarded from there to Sonneberg and 
then to Berlin.”

operation on July IT. and the notifica­ 
tion which he published meets with the 
hearty commendations of the Japanese 
press. 
Minister Buck, in ids notifica­ 
tion to the United States citizens in J a ­ 
pan. said: 
‘‘The rescript of his imperial majes­ 
ty the emperor, as also the several 
notifications by his excellency the min­ 
ister president of state, and their ex­ 
cellencies the heads of departm ents of 
the government, already published, en­ 
joining, as they do, upon all Japanese

subjects their duties in respect to for­ 
eigners, have been read with much sat­ 
isfaction by me, as they will lie by 
nil United States eitizens, not only in 
.lapiau, lint in America as well. 
In like 
spirit attention is called to the duty 
which, I trust, will be the pleasure of 
all citizens of the United States, un­ 
der no circumstances to give any 
cause of complaint either to govern­ 
ment officials or other Japanese sub­ 
jects. 
In their relations with the peo­ 
ple of tins country they should at all 
times, by their demeanor and by their 
every act, show such sentiments of re­ 
gard for those with whom they will 
necessarily be associated and for .all 
laws, regulations and customs, as will 
demonstrate that reciprocal friendship 
reasonably expected of them in re­ 
sponse to the kind, considerate and 
just treatment enjoined on all Japanese 
subjects by his imperial majesty aud 
by the high officials of the govern­ 
ment. 
"Tile United States was the first of 
all the powers to enter into a treaty 
of peace, amity aud commerce with J a ­ 
pan. 
From that time the bonus of 
friendship uniting the two countries 
have become stronger and stronger 
with passing years, and it is the duty 
of all citizens of the United States in 
this country to see to it that nothing 
on their part is done to cause reflection 
upon the people of their nationality.” 
The Tokyo Asahi, one of the most 
widely read papers in Japan, says, 
“The American minister’s notification 
emphatically demonstrates what con­ 
sideration is entertained toward Japan 
by our great republican neighbor.” The 
Asahi is particularly pleased th at the 
minister advises his countrymen not 
only to observe the laws and regula­ 
tions of the country, but also the cus­ 
toms. This is the spirit in which every 
paper comments upon the minister’s 
notification. 
Tho emperor, the prime 
minister, the ministers of education. 
■ ommunicntions and war. the chief 
Buddhist prelates, have all issued noti 
Heat ions urging the duty of treating 
foreigners with the utmost considera­ 
tion and courtesy. 
But iu face of the 
numerous ordinances and notifications 
Bint have been piled tip around bim, 
which would seem to require him to be 
< onstantly applying to the authorities 
for permits, the average foreigner can­ 
not but feel some alarm and uneasi­ 
ness. 
Every newspaper knows how 
"callously the foreign communities 
' r Japan fought against the abolition 
of consular jurisdiction and subjection 
o Japanese rules, and it is futile to

A little English girl of 7 was 
riding with her mother through t h e 1 
streets of Osaka when a pompous po-j 
beeman cain** up and stopped the ve­ 
hicle. 
His modesty had been shocked 
by seeing the little girl in a short 
sleeved frock.

ing it to be against the regulations for

A leading coal operator of Ohio said 
last week: 
“The coal miners are bet­ 
ter off today than at any time since 
1892. In April. 1898. the st ale for m in­ 
ing was increased from 61 cents per 
to 66 cents per ton. While it is true 
there has been no further increase in 
the wages of coal miners this year, ev­ 
ery miner has work. 
Large coal fields 
have recently been opened in Kansas. 
Michigan and ether states. There has 
been a surplus of miners in Ohio for 
several years, but these have all gone 
to the new mines. The Hocking Valley 
operators have great difficulty in get­ 
ting men. 
The Michigan operators are 
advertising for men all over Ohio. The 
inspector of mines in West Virginia 
reported about two weeks aeo that 
1.200 miners from a single district in 
that state had gone to the Kansas 
fields. 
The Ohio miners are making 
from $1.75 to $2.25 per day. 
All of this 
prosperity comes in spite of the very 
low price of coal and the great d itll - 
culty of shipping on account of the lack 
of railroad facilities.” 
R. M. ll.;z dine. chief inspector of 
mines for Ohio, has almost completed 
his report for the year 1898. 
It will 
; show that the total output of coal in 
the state for last year was 14,058,135 
short tons, an increase of 1,609,135 tons 
I over the year 1S97. 
Speaking of this 


I great increase in production. Mr. Ha 
j zeltine will say in his report: “ It is 
: gratifying to know that although the 
greater portion of the year (1X9M was 
| one of general lethargy in the coal 
i trade, hut twice in the state's history 


J has the year’s production been exceed­ 
ed, namely in 1892 and 1893. 
During 
the early part of 1898 and extending 
well into the Lake season, there was 
little or no activity at the mines. As 
the rinse of die season approached, the 
greatest energy prevailed, and owing 
to the revival in manufacturing inter­ 
ests. the demand continued through­ 
out the remainder of the year.” 
Speaking of the present condition of 
the coal trade, Mr. 
Hazeltine 
says: 
“The production of coal in Ohio for 
1899 will undoubtedly break all rec­ 
ords. 
The big boom in the business 
began last winter and the mines were 
operated all winter for the first time 
in the history of the state. The coal 
railroads are all replacing their old 
18-ton and 20-ton ears with new cars

MAINE’S ANGORA CATS. 


Breeder* Ship Large Number* to New 
lurk.—Supply G iving Out. 
The b usiness of raising cats for the 
New York aud Philadelphia m a r k e t s 
has reached quite large proportions in 
Maine during the past 12 months. 
Since July I. 1808, 0,400 cats of differ­ 
ent varieties have been shipped out of 
the state, many of them going to for­ 
eign countries, says a Portland (Me.) 
dispatch to tin* New York Times. One 
concern alone lias scut 008 Angoras, 
aud another has disposed of 480, be­ 
sides other varieties. 
In audition to these shipments there 
are more than 1,800 Angoras remain­ 
ing in the bauds of their o w n e rs in 
Maine, and as it is estimated that there 
are oul£ 32.500 cats of this kind In the 
United States it can be seen that Maine 
still has Us share. However, the Hum 
ber of Angora* Is gradually diminish­ 
ing each season, showing a loss of at 
least 1,000. 
The demand for them I* 
so great that the farmers cannot keep 
up a sufficient supply. 
Maine breeders made over $50.(XV> 
last year on ilitdr cats, some of th* 
felines selling for as much as $50. The 
stock of coon cats also Is giving out in 
the state, and it will not be long be­ 
fore the fancy breeds will be gone on 
ti re Iv.

States minister at tin* capital of Japan, 
ha.- been commended by the foreign 
com m unities In Japan as bellic the 
only minister who deemed it fitting to 
announce to lits countrymen here that 
the new treaty with Japan went into 
operation on July 17, and the notifica­ 
tion which he published meets with the 
hearty commendations of the Japanese 
press. 
Minister Buck, in his notifica­ 
tion to the United States citizens in Ja* 
pan, said: 
“The rescript of his imperial majes­ 
ty the emperor, as also the several 
notifications by his excellency the min­ 
ister president of state, and their ex­ 
cellencies the heads of departments of 
the government, already published, en­ 
joining, as they do, upon all Japanese

subjects their duties in respect to for­ 
eigners, have been read with much sat­ 
isfaction by me. as they will la* by 
all United States citizens, not only in 
Japan, but In America as well. 
In like 
spirit attention is called to the duty 
which, I trust, will be the pleasure of 
all citizens of tin* United States, un­ 
der no circumstances 
to give any 
cause of complaint either to govern­ 
ment officials or other Japanese sub­ 
jects. 
In their relations with the peo­ 
ple of tills country they should at till 
times, by their demeanor and by their 
every aet, show such sentiments of re­ 
gard for those with whom they will 
necessarily be associated and for .all 
laws, regulations and customs, as will 
demonstrate that reciprocal friendship 
reasonably expected of them in re­ 
sponse to tin* kind, considerate and 
just treatment enjoined on all Japanese 
subjects by his imperial majesty and 
by the high officials of the govern­ 
ment, 
"The United States was the first of 
all the powers to enter Into a treaty 
of peace, amity and commerce with Ja­ 
pan. 
From that time the bonus of 
friendship uniting the two countries 
have become stronger and stronger 
with passing years, and it is the duty 
of all citizens of the t lilted States in 
this country to see to it that nothing 
on their part is done to cause reflection 
upon the people of their nationality.” 
The Tokyo Asahi, one of the most 
widely read pa pees in Japan, says, 
“The American minister’s notification 
«mphatically demonstrates what con­ 
sideration is entertained toward Japan 
by our great republican neighbor.” The 
Asahi is particularly pleased that the 
minister advises his countrymen not 
only to observe the laws and regula­ 
tions of the country, but also tile cus­ 
toms.

tain Seabury strongly protested, deny 
mg the right of the police to arrest 
passengers on an American ship with­ 
out a warrant vised by the American 
consul. 
Consul Lyon backed up the 
protest by a personal demand for the 
release of the men. and an order was 
telephoned by the high Japanese au­ 
thorities of the city for the immediate 
release cf the men. 
Another incident should be mentioned. 
It is no less comical than it was an­ 
noying. 
A little English girl of 7 was 
riding with her mother through the 
streets of Osaka when a pompous po­ 
liceman cain** up and stopped the ve­ 
hicle. 
His modesty had been shocked 
by seeing the little girl in a short 
sleeved frock. 
While he was explain­ 
ing it to he against the regulations for 
any person to appear in the streets in­ 
adequately clothed, the usual street 
crowd gathered, among whom were 
noticed three or four children without 
a stitch of clothing to cover their 
nakedness and many adults far from 
adequately clothed. 
To any one fa­ 
miliar with Japan, especially in the 
summer, th** absurdity of the incident 
will be apparent, Of course the officer 
w as admonished by his chief when 
complaint was made. 
The responsible 
officials are anxious that everything 
shall work smoothly and have certain­ 
ly done much that will contribute to 
that end. 
A day or tw o ago telegraphic news 
was published hero that the United 
States war department intends sending 
to the Philippines eight troops of cav­ 
alry organized m s a regiment of rough 
riders. 
It is a decision which does not 
commend itself to Japanese army offi­ 
cers who have had experience in war 
fare in Formosa similar to what tie* 
American troops are engaging in at the 
Philippines. 
A Japanese officer, whose 
name is not disclosed, furnishes one 
of the papers with the following com­ 
ment on th** resolve: 
“Japan’s experience in Formosa was 
that during flu* whole course of th** 
somewhat protracted campaign caval­ 
ry was only once used with advantage, 
and that was in the battle of Slioka, 
when a battalion was employed to 
chase th** routed enemy. The Japanese 
army learned in that campaign that to 
setal out horsemen in a country like 
Formosa was simply to furnish tar­ 
gets for tin* enemy’s marksmen.

Philippines 'he roads are In a

A leading coal operator of Ohio said 
last week: 
"The coal turners are bet­ 
ter off today than at any time since 
1892. In April, 1898, the acale for min­ 
ing was increased from til cents per 
to 66 cents per ton. While it is true 
there has been no further increase In 
the wages of coal miners this year, ev­ 
ery miner has work. 
Large coal fields 
have recently been opened in Kansas. 
Michigan and ether states. There has 
been a surplus of miners in Ohio for 
several years, but these have all gone 
to the new mines. The Hocking Valley 
operators have great difficulty in get­ 
ting men. 
The Michigan operators are 
advertising for men all over Ohio. The 
inspector of mines in West Virginia 
reported about two weeks ago that 
1.200 miners from a single district in 
that state had gene to the Kansas 
fields. 
The Ohio min- rs are making 
from $1.75 to $2.25 per day. 
All of this 
prosperity comes in spite of the very 
low price of coal and the great diffi­ 
culty of shipping on account of the lack 
of railroad facilities.” 
K. M. Hiiz itiae, chief inspector of 
mines f< r Ohio, has almost completed 
his report for the year 1898. 
It will 
i show that the total output of coal in 
the state for last year was 14,058,135 
j short tons, an increase of 1.609,135 tons 
I over the year 1S97. 
Speaking of this 
great increase in production, Mr. Ha 
, zeltine will say in his report: "It is 
gratifying to know that although the 
greater portion of the year (1898) was 
j one of general lethargy in the coal 
trade, but twice in the state's history 
| has tin* year’s production been exec* d- 
i cd, namely in 1892 and 1893. 
During 
the early part of 1898 and extending 
well into the Lake season, there was 
little or no activity at the mines. As 
the close of the season approached, the 
greatest energy prevailed, and owing 
to the revival in manufacturing inter­ 
ests, the demand continued through­ 
out the remainder of the year.” 
Speaking of the present condition of 
the coal trade, Mr.
